For ſo is the 
will of God, that with welk-doing 
ye may put to ſilence the ignorance 
of fooliſh men : as free, and not 
uſing your liberty for a cloke of 
maliciouſneſs, but as the ſervants 
of God. Honour all men. Love 
the brotherhood, Fear God. Ho- 


nour the King.

way of God in truth, neither careſt 
thou for any man: for thou regard- 


eſt not the perſon of men. Tell us 


therefore, What thinkeſt thou ⁊ Is
